The  purpose  of  this  column  is  to 
stimulate  memories.  Most  of  the 
material  used  in  it  will  be  dug-up 
from  issues  of  The  Collegian,  Col¬ 
lege  Cheer,  Gym  Junk,  and  Dia¬ 
mond  Dust. 

In  the  first  issue  of  The  Colle¬ 
gian,  (November,  1894,)  appeared 
this  item:  “Mr.  Frank  H.  Dirksen 
and  Mr.  Henry  F.  Droesch,  two  of 
the  charter  members  of  the  Colum¬ 
bian  Literary  Society,  are  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  teaching  school,  and  are 
fast  acquiring  a  reputation  as  live 
progressive  teachers.  Mr.  Dirksen 
is  in  Shelby  County,  O.,  and  Mr. 
Droesch  in  Mercer  County,  0.  The 
Collegian  extends  its  congratula¬ 
tions,  and  hopes  to  hear  from  them 
often.” 

Here  are  two  more  quotations 
from  the  first  issue: 

“The  nutting  season,  which  af¬ 
forded  the  boys  such  substantial 
and  profitable  sport,  is  over.” 

“Boys,  can’t  you  get  those  foot¬ 
ball  teams  together  again  ?  It  is 
too  bad  to  abandon  our  beautiful 
grounds  so  early  in  the  season. 


A  column  headed  “Personal”  in 
the  December,  1897  issue  contained 
this  item:  “Mrs.  M.  Peelle  of  In¬ 
dianapolis  gladdened  her  sons, 
Robert  and  Maurice,  of  the  minim 
department,  by  a  visit.  Their  little 
sister  Agnes  had  also  come  to  see 
her  brothers.” 

(Robert  and  Maurice  are  prom¬ 
inent  men  in  Indianapolis,  and  “lit¬ 
tle  sister  Agnes”  is  the  mother  of 
Bob  Connor,  quarterback  and  cap¬ 
tain  of  Butler’s  1939  football  team.) 


It  seems  that  a  certain  young  fel¬ 
low  named  Albin  H.  Ratermann 
had  quite  a  few  irons  in  the  fire 
in  1924.  Among  other  things  he 
was  editor-in-chief  of  College 
Cheer,  winner  of  the  Conroy  Ora¬ 
tory  Contest,  and  a  sensational 
south-paw  pitcher  on  the  varsity. 

(Father  Ratermann  is  now  in 
Cincinnati  as  associate  editor  of 
the  Catholic  Telegraph-Register,  a- 
long  with  the  Rev.  Thomas  Cole¬ 
man,  ’27,  and  the  Rev.  Clarence 
Issenmann,  ’27.)
